iir.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District  for  the  year  1964. 

This,  my  third  Annual  Report  since  arriving  in  Cornwall,  is 
far  and  away  the  most  pleasant  one.  A  natural  increase  in  the  population 
of  157  resulted  from  an  increased  birth  rate  and  a  decreased  death  rate. 

This  is  particularly  welcome  in  a  County  where  most  Rural  Districts  display 
a  declining  population,  and  where  people  in  the  upper  age  groups  constitute 
a  higher  percentage  of  the  population  than  in  the  Corntry  as  a  whole.  The 
death  rate  not  only  dropped  in  relation  to  the  previous  year  but  was  below 
the  rate  for  ingland  and  ."feles.  The  disturbingly  high  still  birth  rate 
of  recent  years  fell  to  near  the  National  figure,  v/hile  the  Infantile 
Morta]J.ty  rate  dropped  to  only  half  the  National  rate.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  these  excellent  figures  can  be  maintained  in  the  future. 

In  spite  of  mains  water  supplies  reaching  more  people  each  year, 
there  are  still  too  many  houses  without  an  indoor  piped  supply.  There 
is  no  reason  vdiy  the  Rural  resident  should  lag  behind  the  Urban  dweller 
in  the  modern  amenities  of  good  living.  The  Council  are  to  be  congratulated 
on  the  extent  of  their  Sewerage  Schemes,  the  list  of  v7orl<s  in  the  pipeline 
providing  sufficient  indication  of  the  intention  to  bring  services  to  most 
centres  of  population. 

Notifiable  diseases  were  conspicuously  down  in  I964,  and  it  is 
a  pleasure  to  note  the  steadily  falling  figures  in  the  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
register.  Tliere  were  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  in  spite  of  the  seasonal 
influx  of  visitors. 

The  waiting  list  for  Council  housing  increased  slightly,  but  the 
policy  of  the  Council  in  granting  mortgages  and  in  encouraging  applications 
for  improvement  grants  has  undoubtedly  helped  to  relieve  the  demand  to  some 
extent . 


The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  has  contributed  substantially 
to  this  report,  and  Mr,  Townsend  has  willingl3/'  supplied  mo  v/ith  required 
information  for  i,diich  I  thank  them.  However,  I  must  express  my  thanks 
to  ny  colleagues  in  all  departments  for  the  friendly  co-operation  they  always 
accord  the  Health  Department. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for,  not  only  their  unfailing  interest 
and  courtesy,  but  their  constant  efforts  to  improve  the  environmental 
conditions  of  the  people  of  3t.  Austell  Rural  District,

These  are ' available  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Hoj^l  CorrMall 
Infirmary,  Truro. 

The  se]m/ices  provided  by  the  County  Council  functioned  steadily 
throughout  the  year,  .although  one  can  expect  a  diminution  of  the  Domiciliary 
Midwiferj.^  Service  due  to  the  opening  of  the  new  St.  Austell  ijaternit^^ 
Hospital  at  the  end  of  September  1964.  This  hospital  has  been  eagerly 
aii^aited  and  should  prove  to  be  of  great  benefit  to  both  patients  and 
medical  practitioners.  It  is  meant  to  serve  an  area  of  roughly  about 
15  miles  radius  from- the  hospital,  and  it  will  undoubtedly  save  many 
expectant  mothers  the  long  journey  to  Redruth, 

The  policy  of  carrying  out  immunisations  and  vaccinations 
continued  and  supplies  of  prophylactics  can  be  obtained  by  Hedical 
Practitioners  from  the  Health  Area  Office,  The  hursing  and  health 
visitor  staff  remained  at  full  strength  throughout  the  year. 

The  consultant  ante-natal  clinic  which  previously  functioned 
at  Moorland  Road,  St,  Austell,  has  now  been  transferred  to  the  mternity 
Hospital,  St.  Austell,  Infant  lelfare  Clinics  are  carried  on  at  Roche, 
Indian  Queens,  3t,  Dennis  and  Cummercourt,  A  list  of  all  clinics  throughout 
the  No.  IV  Health  Area  will  be  submitted  below. 

The  work  of  the  voluntary  helpers  at  the  various  Infant  Velfare 
Clinics  is  much  appreciated  and  these  helpers  can  feel  considerable 
satisfaction  in  the  Imowled.ge  that  the  success  of  the  clinics  and  the 
homely  atmosphere  produced  owes  liuch  to  them.

The  Council  omi  and  maintain  ten  public  conveniences  and  contribute 
towards  the  upkeep  of  two  others  which  are  privately  owned.  Agreement  has 
been  reached  for  the  provision  of-  a  public  convenience  for  Golant. 

In  view  of  the  exhortations  to  the  public  to  wash  hands  after 
visiting  the  lavatory,  one  would  hope  that  the  provision  of  washing 
facilities  in  public  conveniences  will  not  be  long  delayed. 

Rodent  Control 


The  Rodent  operator  continues  to  be  employed  on  other  Public  Health 
Department  work  also.  As  was  previously  mentioned,  the  fairly  widespi'ead 
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use  by  farmers  and  others  of  ".'/arfarin”  compound  keep  the  problem  under 
a  fair  degree  of  control  without  our  intervention.  Doubtless  the  advice 
v^idely  given  has  reduced  our  operative  work.

Nuisances 


There  were  the  usual  number  of  small  drainage  troubles,  and 
the  occasional  complaint  about  the  keeping  of  animals.  In  the  main 
these  were  abated,  there  remains  one  drainage  nuisance' wiiich  involves 
the  drainage  of  several  properties,  and  steps  are  being  taken  to  secure 
collective  action  for  abatement. 

Beaches  -  Life  Saving 

There  is  only  one  surfing  beach,  where  a  life-guard  was 
employed.  There  were  several  rescues  during  the  summer,  but  regrettably 
one  fatality.  The  bather  was  out  of  sight  of  the  life-guard  being  ’round 
the  point’.  The  non-surfing  beaches  on  the  south  coast  are  provided 
with  life-belts  and  lines. 

Refuse  Collection 

No  change.  Four  12  c.yd.  lorries  serve  the  district,  and  our 
Contract  with  the  R.A.F.  re  3t,  Flavjgan  aerodrome  was  renei'j’od.  One 
new  replacement  vehicle  was  delivered. 

Refuse  Disposal 

Two  tips  are  in  operation.  '  The  hiring  of  plant  for  the  control 
thereof  is  not  being  very  successful,  and  it  is  proposed  to  recommend  the 
purchase  of  our  own  machine  early  next  year. 

Caravans 

The  general  improvement  in  existing  sites  continues,  and  the  number 
of  applications  for  single  van  sites  is  increasing.  It  is  felt  that  the 
omission  of  tents  from  the  Caravaia  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  ‘Act,  I960 
was  a  serious  fault,  and  better  control  would  result  from  their  inclusion. 
Increasing  efforts  to  make  the  more  tardy  operators  provide  all  the  amenities 
on  the  proper  scale  are  meeting  with  success.

For  several  years  the  Cornwall  County  Council  has  offered  B.C.G, 
vaccination  against  tuberculosis  to  all  suitable  scxicol  leavers  following 
preliminary  skin  testing.  The  suitable  cl'iildren  are  those  ■^'dio  have  not 
had  previous  B.C.G,  vaccination  or  previous  tuberculor  infection  and 
therefore  react  negatively.  In  1964  it  was  decided  to  lower  the  age  groups 
to  the  11  year  old'  children.
